LISBON (JTA)—A group of 116 children rescued from orphan- 
ages and internment camps in unoccupied France, sailed for the 
United States Tuesday on the Portuguese steamship Mouzinho. 

The children’s emigration was arranged by the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee in conjunction with the American Friends Service 
Committee which, with the United States Committee for Care of 
European Children, is arranging their placement in American 
homes. Many of the children are orphans. 

Virtually all the children show signs of their intense privations 
of the past year. Those who were recently in Nazi-occupied coun- 
tries show, by startled response to calls and gestures, the treat- 
ment to which they were accustomed. 

Nurses who accompanied the children on the five-day trip from 
Marseille complained that their young charges were so accustomed 
to suffering that they did not inform the nurses when anything 
was wrong. One tot suffering from an arm injury bore the pain 
secretly until virtually in an agony from the infection before tell- 
ing a nurse. The task of the nurses was eased by the older chil- 
dren, who cared for the youngsters’ needs. 

After several days on Portugal’s sunny coast the youngsters 
were laughing, smiling and romping, but it will be long before the 
older children forget their past experiences. Most of the children 
arrived here in tattered clothing and wooden-soled shoes. 

Morris C. Troper, European director of the J. D. C., visited the 
colony and arranged for the children to be re-outfitted before sail- 
ing. In an interview, Troper paid tribute to the Portuguese authori- 
ties for facilitating transit of the children and expressed gratitude 
to the Lisbon newspaper which made a seaside colony available 


for them,

ZURICH (JTA)—A program to develop more 
effective anti-Jewish agitation in Nazi-occupied 
countries was outlines by Propaganda Minister 
Josef Goebbels at a special conference in Berlin 
of Nazi commisars in occupied lands after they 
had reported on the stiff resistance anti-Jewish

The prediction that all Jews in Nazi-held Po- 
land would be annihilated through starvation and 
disease was made by Herr Fischer, Nazi commis- 
sar for Warsaw. Fischer said introduction of 
ghettos in Poland had broken the Jews morally, 
physically and economically. Today, he said, the 
majority of the Jews in the Government-General 
exist on charity and when the charity comes to 
an end, they will die of hunger and disease. 

Baldur von Schirach, reporting on Austria, 
proudly emphasized that Upper Austria, Styria 
and Burgenland were “judenrein.” All the Jews 
of Austria, he said, are now congregated in 
Vienna, ‘which will also soon become “judenrein.” 
Similarly, the Nazi Commisar Simon of Luxem- 
burg, reported that the former Duchy was now 


completely “judenrein.” 


Dr. Otto Abetz, Nazi representative in Paris, 
reported on the effect of the latest anti-Jewish 
laws introduced in occupied France. He spoke of 
his conferences with Vichy’s Commisar for Jewish 
Affairs, Xavier Vallat, and stated that “Coordina- 
tion” of the anti-Jewish laws in both occupied and 
unoccupied France could be expected soon.

The edict added that this 
period of “forced work” could be 
prolonged “if the object of the in- 
strument did not achieve the re- 
sults desired.” Jews in the Gov- 
ernment-General, another law stip- 
ulated, are not allowed to use the 
streets between the hours of nine 
a. m. and five p. m. The penalty 
for not wearing an armband with 
the Star of David is imprisonment 
for an unspecified length of time. 
Jews are forbidden to ride in rail- 
way trains.

Jewish friends before the World 
War, ex-Kaiser Wilhelm II turned 
completely anti-Jewish after the 
war when he lost his throne and 
was compelled to live in exile in 
Doorn, Holland, it was recalled in 
connection with the death of the 
ex-ruler of Germany at the age 
of 82. 

The ex-Kaiser blamed the Jews 
for his defeat. “I shall not leave 
the throne to please a couple of 
hundred Jews and several thou- 
sand workers,” he was reported to 
have said to Dr. Drews, German 
Minister of Interior who conveyed 
to him on Nov. 3, 1918, the request 
of the German Government that he 
abdicate. 

Prior to his abdication he had 
among his personal friends such 
German Jews as Walter Rathenau, 
Albert Ballin and Maximillian

The Editor’s Chair: 

Charles Sommers, who died 
Tuesday, was an_ individualist. 


There are many stories told about 
him, some of which no doubt had 


little basis in fact, but the one 


about his attempt to secure the aid 
of his non-Jewish friends, of whom 
he had many, to fight the Ku Klux 
Klan publicly bears repeating. 

It was during the heyday of the 
Klan, and Mr. Sommers believing 
in forthright action, attempted to 
get his non-Jewish friends to spon- 
sor an advertisement in the daily 
papers attacking the Klan as anti- 


American. Mr. Sommers wanted 


these men to sign their names to 


the advertisement. When they re- 
fused, it is said, Mr. Sommers, who 
annually tave $5,000 to the Com- 
munity Fund, refused after that to 
give the fund one penny, but took 
the money and gave it to charity in 
his own name. 

The second story had to do with 
fund raising and individuality too, 
and for. it I can vouch more accu- 
racy. The Jewish Welfare Fund 
had decided that it would give 60 
per cent of the amount raised for 
foreign purposes to the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and the other 
40 per cent to the United Palestine 
Appeal. This was in the day be- 
fore the United Jewish Appeal. 
Mr. Sommers, who I believe was 
on the Welfare Fund board, thought 
that the division should be along 
the lines of 70-30, and when he was 
voted down, took the privilege, 
which is that of any Welfare Fund 
giver, of dividing his contribution 
the way he wished. So he gave $1 
to the United Palestine Appeal and 
$4,999 to the Joint Distribution 
Committee. After that year Mr. 
Sommers, despite the pleas of local 
leaders, refused to give one penny 
to the Welfare Fund, although it 
was understood that he did send 
money directly to the agencies of 
his choice.

Edelstein Death May Cut Off Source For Bias Spreaders 


OR those who have been making the Congres- 

sional halls and the Congressional Record 
sounding boards for anti-Semitic utterances, which 
they then could broadcast throughout the land in 
their own anti-Semitic publications and broadsides 
as semi-official U. S. utterances, the dramatic 
death of Congressman M. Michael Edelstein will 
prove a serious setback. For many months now 


Rep. Rankin and his ilk have inserted in the Con- 
gressional Records copies of speeches attacking 
Jews for almost all the ills of the nation. These 
words, rarely spoken on the floor of the legisla- 
ture, but inserted in the Record by special per- 
mission as if they had been spoken, provided one 
of the most harmful means by which Jews were 
attacked on a purported authoritative basis. 


The Barometer Recognized 


T HAS taken some time and some hardships and 
some pain and some despoilation of nations for 
the world to discover that the attack on the Jew 
is not an attack on the Jew but an attack on 
freedom, but this week three nations, only one of 
which has always been cognizant of what the 
Nazis actually were doing, dug underneath the 
anti-Semitic acts and called a spade a spade. 

In the first instance, the Polish Government in 
exile issued a “white paper” in which it is shown 
that the entire Jewish population of the Polish 
Government-General has been reduced to slavery. 
This interest in Polish Jewry by the present 
Polish government is comforting, but is primarily 
being used to show the world what the Nazis are 
doing to Poland and the Poles, and not to Jews. 

The second item deals with the protest of the 
Portuguese Government against the action of 


Brazil ordering its Consulate in Lisbon to discon- 
tinue issuance of visas to Jews, even when they 
are citizens of Portugal. 

The third item is the use by the United States 
Government of the treatment by France of its 
Jewish citizens as a barometer of the extent of 
that nation’s collaboration with Germany. Accord- 
ing to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency report from 
Washington, “Vichy’s acts are all being examined 
by the Secretary of State to determine officially 
whether Vichy is collaborating with Germany 
beyond strict terms of the armistice.” 

It seems as if the “Barometer Theory” will 
become a scientific fact alongside of other proven 
arithmetical terms and, although it is very little 
solace to a barometer to know that its accuracy 
has been determined by scientific calculations, it 
is certainly more solace than being a barometer 
in which no one has faith.

Jewish news service, The Independent Jewish 
Press Service, Inc., comes as welcome news to 
those who have known for over a year that The 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency and The Seven Arts 
Feature Service, heretofore the only Jewish news 
services in America, were jointly owned. 

The new service has been launched by Miss 
Libby Benedict, well-known short story writer 


and journalist, and lists among its editorial con- 
tributors such name personages as Maurice Sam- 
uel, Jacob Fishman, Louis Lipsky and Dr. Joshua 
Bloch. 

The Post, which has led the fight for the public 
announcement, which has not been forthcoming as 
yet, of the joint ownership of the J. T. A. and 
the Seven Arts, welcomes the news serviee to the 
field and wishes it success.

What Reports Would Be If Honest Told By 
The Jewish Ledger of Rochester, N. Y.—Just 
imagine what would happen if this Messianic day 
were to come about and a tradition would have 
been established of having every house of worship, 
every secular institution, every organization, hold 
a “bull session” in which the leaders would gather 
with each other in their various centers and, to 
use the vernacular, “take down their hair and 
have a good cry.” 

The president of the Zionist Zealots, for in- 
stance, would say to his fellow officers: 

“Look, boys, let’s face the facts. Our high- 
pressure membership campaign this year was a 
flop, and you know it as well as I do. Oh yes, I 
know that I personally enrolled 250 new mem- 
bers in the organization—most of them business 
contacts of mine. And you, Ike, brought in 75; 
and you, Sam, 83. But they won’t be with us 
next year, and we’ll have to run another cam- 
paign, not to get new members, but to hold on to 
those we have managed to interest so far. No, 
boys, we’re on the wrong track. You can’t high- 
pressure Jews into being Zionists. It goes much 
deeper than that . Pid 

The chairman of the We Save Jews From 
Everything Bureau, Inc. (subtitled, “Let There 
Be Fright!’’) assembles his aides. 

“Gentlemen, we’re the Pluto boys of Jewish 
life. We’ve sold Jewish fears well this year. 
Jews in small towns, Jews in big towns, Jews 
who own little stores, Jews in the professions— 
all of them acknowledge that we are the Power 
and the Glory. But have we allowed a word of 
creative Judaism to creep in? Not on your life! 
Have we mentioned Jewish education, Palestine, 
the Synagogue, as being fairly important to Jew- 
ish survival also? No, sir, Gentlemen, we’d better 


be honest with ourselves and stop being just 
emergency Jews .. .” 

The Rabbi of the Hillel] and Shammai Temple 
would say to his Board of Directors: 

“My dear flock, more pepole have passed 
through our house of worship this past year than 
ever before, even if we deduct duplications (which 
we didn’t do in our annual published report). 
We’ve had a packed house, sold out in advance, 
for our forum series. Jews have come to hear 
the most popular newspaper columnist of the 
day, and a man who flew the highest that a human 
being has ever flown without an oxygen tank, 
and an expert on sane sex life, and so on. But 
we haven’t answered the problems of thousands 
of men and women about the validity of Jewish 
survival, or their questions about God in the 
modern world.” 

The president of the Benevolent Spouses Aid 
Society would say to the good ladies: 

“We made our quota and distributed our 


baskets and held our annual orphans’ picnic. But, 


ladies, we held a ‘Monte Carlo’ night with rented 
gambling equipment, although we would die of 
shame if we or our children were reported hold- 
ing traffic with such devices in a commercial 
gambling den. 

“Our meetings have consisted of earning fund 
reports, followed by mah jongg and bridge orgies. 
But we didn’t encourage our members to sub- 
scribe to the Jewish Publication Society, or to 
introduce the Blessing of the Sabbath Candles, 
or to hang a modern Jewish picture, or to play a 
Jewish record. We turned down the request of 
the Jewish National Fund and the campaign for 
vewish Education on the grounds that we could 
not interfere with our regular fund-raising ac- 
tivities =...”

“The Jew Faces a New World.” 


Robert Gordis, Behrman, $2, 75,

The busy rabbi is not free to 
write books, even though he would 
like to put into permanent form 
his thoughts and ideas and the 
fruits of his scholarly work. I+ is 
a rarity to have such a book, and 
when it does come off the press the 
layman ought to welcome it. Such 
a work provides a leisurely consid. 
eration of the problems that are 
encompassed in the word and eon. 
cept of Judaism. Hence, it is with 
a warm welcome that I greet the 
work of my colleague of the Con. 
servative rabbinate, Rabbi Gordis, 

Rabbi Gordis has undertaken to 
survey the world scene in relation 
to the Jew, and the problems of 
the Jew in relation to the trend in 
world affairs. His approach js 
historical and_ sociological and 
clinical. -He considers facts and 
weighs carefully his conclusions, 


It is an all-inclusive study of the — 


Jew in the world today. 


Particularly appealing is the em- 
phasis which the writer places upon 
the role of religion in the life of 
the Jew. It is not surprising that 
the rabbi should insist on_ this 
aspect of Jewish life as being of 
greatest importance, although only 
recently have both rabbis and lay- 
men been self-critical of the pre- 
vailing tendency to see the future 
of the Jew in terms of anti-Semi- 
tism or nationalism. 


The most appealing chapter may 
well be the discussion of the “Jew- 
ish Contribution to Democracy” in 
which Rabbi Gordis analyzes the 
meaning of democracy in the life 
of the Jew. He suggests that de- 
mocracy means not so much spe- 
cific forms of government as it 
does an approach to life and its 
multiple problems. He finds the 
origins of this approach in the 
Bible and in the life of the Jew in 
pre-Bible as well as Bible times. 
For an interpretation of the Jewish 
contribution to dethocracy, we can 
seek far for its equal. 


The volume suggests itself as a 
fine outline for discussions. It is 
amply indexed and the bibliogra- 
phies are sure to be helpful. 

Concluding his fine study, the 
author summarizes our problem 
thus: “Both within organized reli- 
gion and without, men are calling 
for a rebirth of religion, a rededi- 
cation to the ideal of the Father- 
hood of God, with all its implica- 
tions in the Brotherhood of Man. 
Religion, it is being increasingly 
recognized, must come to the res- 
cue, not only for the sake of its 
own future, but for the sake of the 
life of humanity.’’—M., G.

We Meet a Convert 








A CERTAIN gentleman, whom I shall call Mr. 
White, came to mé about the matter of being a 
Jew by choice. He had read in this column what 
the Reform rabbis do when a Christian insists on 
being a Jew despite everything. (In our town 
there have been some half dozen such conversions 
the past year.) 
Mr. White, 
thought too much emphasis is being placed on the 


himself a convert to Judaism, 


disadvantages of being a Jew. He himself has 
found being a Jew a pleasant religious identity. 


He was born a methodist and though he had 
never worked hard at being a Methodist, he con- 
fessed he felt certain scruples when it came to 
the point of becoming a Jew. “It was like an old 
tree being torn out by the roots,” he guessed. 


His turning to Judaism had to do with his be- 
ing in love. The lady hadn’t insisted on his turn- 
ing Jewish but her parents were quite intransi- 
gent about the matter of his being a Christian. 
They were rather unhappy, in fact. 


Mr. White didn’t want to have it thought that 
he became a Jew entirely for convenience’s sake. 
Before he took it up he looked into Judaism care- 
fully, to determine if it was a religion acceptable 
to an intelligent man. 


Besides intellectual convictions he was moved 
to go into Judaism by ethical considerations: He, 
as a Christian (though he hadn’t gone to church 
much), felt he could not be a party to a mixed 
marriage that could only give pain to the parents 
of his bride. As a Christian he felt bound to do 
that which would be acceptable to them and to 
the woman he loved. As a Christian he felt he 
must become a Jew. 


(The success of marriage, le says, is in com- 
promising, giving in a little here, a little there, 
and in that way coming to happy adjustments.) 


The compromise that brought him into Judaism 
was not difficult. The one God! The same moral 
ethics! The same ideals! As to Jesus, he never 
had accepted the deity of Jesus. “I felt as you 
do about Jesus,” he said. “He was a _ noble 
prophet, a great teacher, the ethical ideal.” 


So Mr. White didn’t feel strange among Jews 
when he became one of them. He was quite aware 
of the discriminations that go with being called a 
Jew. Anti-Semitism and all that. 


Yet his old Christian friends found no fault in 
him for having changed from being a Christian 
to being a Jew. He had told @veryone of them 
that he had been converted to Judaism, had, in 
fact, sent out cards announcing that fact. He 
felt he must give them.a chance to take him or 
leave him just as he was. His becoming a Jew 
didn’t make the least difference to any of them. 
They said the only thing that mattered was that 
a man lived up to his religion whatever it was. 


His friendly relations with them did not change 
at all. Mr. White recalled that about a month 
after his wedding Passover came and he thought 
he should have a seder in his house. He had 
twelve guests—six of them Jewish friends, the 
other Christians. 


He had learned all about Passover and seder 
in the time of his conversion and understood 
their lovely significance. In the course of the 
seder service he paused now and then to interpret 








a meaning to his Christian frieads; he was that 
well versed. 

They said afterward that it had been a fine 
They 
had known Jews only as people they met on the 


spiritual and social experience for them. 


way, casual acquaintances, or people with whom 
they sat for an hour or so in some board meeting, 
or with whom they associated briefly in the Com- 
munity Chest. Now they had seen something of 
the inner life of Jews and had discovered it was 
lovely. 


“You see,” Mr. White said, “I have become a 
sort of Jewish missionary to Christians. I bring 
something of Jews to their minds to enlighten 
their ignorance. I am not asking any of my 
Christian friends to become Jews but I like to 
believe that I am giving them an enlightened 
appreciation of Jews.” 


Mr, White gave a twinkling wink of his right 
eye. He wished, though, he said, he could get 
Jews to appreciate themselves more. He guessed 
it is because Jews have possessed their lovely 
inheritance a long time that they don’t appreci- 
ate it as much as they should. It’s human nature, 
he thought, not to guard carefully something 
you’ve had for years and take for granted. Mr. 
White recalled his great-grandfather’s old sofa. 
Everybody in his family felt a fondness for it 
because it used to comfort their ancestor, but 
nobody ever did anything about it. It was kept 
up in the attic, though it could have been reno- 
vated and made a lovely antique piece, indeed, for 
the living room. In time it disappeared from the 
ken of Mr. White’s people altogether. 


It’s the same with Jews and Judaism. Mr. 
White thought Jews do not_make enough of Juda- 
ism which he regards as a beautiful and satisfac- 
tory religion. Jews, he said, are bothered with 
many things besides their religion. He under- 
stood how these terrible persecutions filled the 
minds of Jews to the exclusion almost of every- 
thing else. He believed, though, that their pain 
would not be so hard to endure if Jews took up 
the spiritual resources that are in their religion. 


By the power of their religion they came 
through persecutions as bad as these, or worse, 
in all their times. In these times they were 
never quite alone in the hostile world because 
they had their faith even in the darkest hours; 
now many of them stand all alone and afraid. 


Mr. White’s father-in-law, who is a pious old 
man, says: “Jim, you are a better Jew than many 
of us.” Mr, White has been entirely accepted in 
his father-in-law’s house which is in another city. 
There is always a big time when Mr. White and 
his wife go home to her father’s house. 


Mr. White’s winking eye twinkled again. He 
said he had thought at times of becoming a Jew- 
ish missionary to the Jews, just as he was a 
Jewish missionary to his Christian friends. He 
should like to go around telling Jews of all they 
are missing of their inheritance, especially in 
times like these when they need the spiritual 
power of Judaism to keep them standing strong. 
Their hearts are full only of lamentations. 


But that would be impertinence on his part, he 
said, considering that he is just a newcomer. So 
he will just go on making the most of Judaism 
for himself.

Tell me, now, but haven’t you at 


one time or another thought of 
visiting far-away countries? Just 
think how wonderful it’ would be 
if we could visit South America, 
Africa, Palestine and dozens of

other places. Well, we’re going 
to! True, it’s going to be on paper, 
but even that can be lots of fun. 
Naturally, our trip is going to be 
a Jewish one. We’ll see how the 
Jews of other countries live and 
what they think and what they 
do, and so on. 

So hop on the wagon and join 
America’s Jewish youngsters as 
they head southward to their first 
stop—Mexico. 

Mexico is a pretty lazy coun- 
try. The weather is hot and life 
moves along about as fast as a 
snail ... and you know how fast 
that is. There aren’t many Mexi- 
can Jews (maybe about 20,000), 
but their Jewish life is organized 
nicely. They have several impres- 
sive synagogues, a “Y,” a 
ish school, a Zionist organization 
and other groups. (Just in case 
you aren’t sure, Zionists are na- 
tional Jews, which means they 
want Palestine to be the Jewish 
homeland.) There Yiddish 
newspapers and magazines, and 
the most important paper is Der 
Weg (The Way). 

The Jewish school is called the 
Colegio Israelita in Spanish. 
Here most of Mexico City’s Jew- 
ish children learn Hebrew, “Chu- 
mash,” history and all the other 
things that other Jewish children 
in other parts of the world learn. 
Some of the children come from 
Ashkenazic families and others 
from Sephardic homes, but they 
all feel friendly and brotherly to- 
wards each other. Many young 
Mexican Jews belong to that very

popular Jewish sports organiza- 
tion, which has members in many 
South Americar countries, in Pal- 
estine and even in the United 
States—the Maccabi. The Mace- 
cabi plays most of the major ath- 
letic games, but as might be ex 
pected of a Jewish team, its fav- 
orite is soccer. 

There is in Mexico today 4 
small sect of Indian Jews. They 
are very poor, know very little 
about the Jewish religion and, i 
most people’s opinion, still have 
to go a long way before they be 
come real Jews. The Jewish com- 
munity of Mexico’s capital (Mex- 
ico City) is trying to educate 
these people in the ways of Israel. 

In general, the Mexican popu- 
lation is not very anti-Semitic, but 
in the last few years the Jewish 
community has had to fight 
against a growing tide of Nazis 
and Fascists. 

Well, I’m afraid our time im 
Mexico is up, though I’m sure 
we'd all like to stay longer. Let’s 
bid our fellow-Jews in Mexico 
“Shalom,” as they say in Spai- 
ish, “Adois,” and be on our way:

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, we learn, is now making an effort to 
get American Jewish groups united. He invited the leaders of all 
important Jewish organizations in the U. S. A. to a private con- 
ference, taking the initiative in telling them how important it is 
today for American Jewry to be united. The results of the con- 
ference were not very encouraging, but Dr. Weizmann is deter- 
mined to try again. He foresees that American Jewry, when united, 
may be the only Jewish community able to influence the post-war 
status of Palestine. . .. The implication for Palestine of the pro- 
jected pan-Arab federation of which Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden spoke were outlined by Dr. Weizmann to a group of Zionist 
and non-Zionist Jewish leaders in America. It turns out that Dr. 
Weizmann, prior to his leaving for the U. S. A., was informed by 
Churchill himself about the intentions of the British Cabinet to 
proclaim as one of its war aims the establishment of a pan-Arab 
federation. 


SACRIFICES 


Ambulances and medicaments sent by Jewish organizations to 
Palestine went down with the S. S. Zamzam. A large transport of 
Hadassah gifts to Palestine on the Zamzam also went to the bottom 
of the Atlantic. ... Palestine Jews want a “Jewish Willkie.” Cables 
coming from Palestine request that American Zionists maintain 
constant touch with the Yishuv by sending leading American Jews 
over to Palestine for consultations and reports. 


THREATS 


Taking cognizance of the increased number of crank letters and 
threatening telephone calls received: by Governor Lehman, New 
York City’s police commissioner has ordered an augmented police 
guard for the Jewish governor of New York. ... The Jewish magis- 
trate, Anna M. Kross, is another recipient of anonymous threaten- 
ing letters. She has ordered four young hooligans held for insult- 
ng Jews on the street and has declared that she will not permit 
anybody to intimidate her. 


WILHELM II 

Anyone who wants to know what ex-Kaiser Wilhelm thought of 
the Jews in Germany when he was in power should read about his 
first meeting with Dr. Herzl. This episode is best described in Alex 
Bein’s biography of Dr. Herzl recently published by the Jewish 
Publication Society. “There are among your people,” said the 
Kaiser, in effect, “certain elements whom it would be a good thing 
to move to Palestine. I am thinking, for instance, of the province of 
Hesse, where usurers are active among the farmers. If these were 
to take their capital and settle in the colonies they would be more 
useful.” Needless to say, Dr. Herzl was angered by this identifica- 
tion of the Jewish people with a few userers. He recovered his 
coolness and delivered a speech against anti-Semitism. Von Bue- 
low, who was present, parried by speaking of the ingratitude of the 
Jews, The scene was not especially pleasant to Dr. Herzl, who 
Jaid much hope on Kaiser Wilhelm’s intervention with the Sultan of 
Turkey for the realization of his dream of a Jewish Palestine.

The first Sefer Torah 
presented to any army camp was giyen last week to Fort Mon- 
mouth, N. J. The presentation was made by Commander Irving 
Hirsch on behalf of the Jewish War Veterans and accepted by 
Colonel Tinter, fort chaplain.
